No  coastal  resort  has  been  endowed  with  a  lovelier  setting  than  that 
of  Poole,  and  its  development  in  recent  years  has  been  planned  with  great 
consideration  for  the  preservation  of  its  natural  beauty.  The  modern 
Borough,  some  25  square  miles  in  extent,  has  been  developed  from  the  historic 
seaport  situated  within  its  extensive  land-locked  harbour,  and  is  now  the 
largest  town  in  Dorset  and  the  second  largest  in  the  south-western  counties 
of  England . 

Although  the  Borough  is  essentially  a  residential  district,  it  maintains 
within  and  on  its  boundaries  a  considerable  number  of  light  industries  and 
traditional  undertakings.  In  the  latter  category  are  shipbuilding  and  marine 
engineering;  china  clay  mining;  manufacture  of  tiles,  pottery,  china  and 
stoneware;  pre-cast  concrete  products  and  paving;  art  metal  work;  agricul¬ 
tural  products;  brushes  and  brooms;  garden  ornaments;  timberwork;  ships' 
joinery;  mineral  waters.  Other  industries  include  pure  chemicals;  clothing; 
cosmetics;  printing;  compressors  and  pumps;  aircraft  tooling;  foundry 
products;  engineering;  scaffolding;  church,  bank  and  school  fittings; 
confectionery  and  food  processing. 

METEOROLOGY 


Sunshine 


The  total  hours  of  sunshine  recorded  in  1966  was  1,646.1  hours  which 
is  130.8  less  than  for  1965.  The  sunniest  month  was  May  with  262.9  hours 
and  the  daily  average  for  the  year  was  4.5  hours  of  bright  sunshine  and 
the  sunniest  day  was  on  the  28th  May,  when  14.9  hours  of  sunshine  was 
measured . 

Rainfall 


The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  37.36  inches,  4.92  inches  greater 
than  1965.  By  far  the  wettest  month  was  October,  with  a  total  of  8.22  inches 
and  the  wettest  day  during  the  year  was  the  22nd  October  when  2.10  inches  was 
recorded.  The  driest  month  was  March  with  0.92  inches.  Rain  was  spread  over 
186  days  during  1966. 

Temperatures 

The  average  maximum  temperature  for  1966  was  57.6°F  which  is  higher 
than  1965  by  1.2°F.  The  average  minimum  was  44.4°F  which  is  higher  than 
1965  by  1.6°F.  The  warmest  month  was  July  with  an  average  maximum  of  68.8°F 
and  the  coldest  was  January  with  an  average  minimum  of  35.6°F.  The  highest 
temperature  recorded  during  the  year  was  80°F  on  the  10th  July  and  the 
lowest  minimum  temperature  recorded  was  22°F  on  the  15th  January.

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was  recorded  on  23  occasions  during  the  year  and  ground  frost  on  74.

Fog  occurred  on  7  days  when  visibility  at  0900  hours  was  obscured. 
There  were  39  days  of  calm,  82  days  of  south-westerly  winds,  40  days  of 
north-easterly  winds  and  the  remaining  days  were  spread  over  other 
directions .

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COMMENTS  ON  STATISTICS 


Population  increased  according  to  its  usual  pattern  from  influx  of 
newcomers  as  well  as  the  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths. 

Births  remained  at  a  high  level  both  as  to  rate  and  number.  Indeed 
the  all  time  high  number  in  1947  was  almost  reached  once  more. 

Infant  mortality  and  Perinatal  mortality  both  gave  figures  which  are 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  Poole. 

Of  the  deaths  24%  occurred  before  the  age  of  65  being  mainly  due  to 
various  cancers  and  occlusive  heart  disease.  Of  these  cancer  deaths  the 
most  frequent  sites  were  in  the  lung  35%,  in  the  breast  13%  and  in  the 
stomach  5%.  Cancer  of  the  uterus  occurred  in  2%.

The  water  from  the  BOARD  is  supplied  from  deep  wells  in  the 
chalk,  while  water  from  the  COMPANY  is  obtained  from  a  deep  well 
and  the  River  Avon. 

The  Canford  School  supply  is  from  an  artesian  well  augmented 
by  a  piped  supply  from  the  Bournemouth  and  District  Water  Cdmpany. 

The  other  private  supplies  are  from  wells  or  springs  and  are 
in  isolated  areas  away  from  the  main  supplies „ 

All  piped  supplies  are  properly  treated,  checked  daily,  are  of 
a  high  quality  and  sufficient  in  quantity. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


2. 


The  sewerage  arrangements  for  the  Borough  are  generally 
adequate  and  are  designed  on  the  "separate"  system. 

(a)  Soil  Sewerage 

The  soil  sewerage  is  dealt  with  at  the  Purification  Works 
which  is  at  present  dealing  with  a  population  of  approximately 
50,000.  The  remainder  of  the  sewage  is  discharged  into  Poole  Bay 
through  tWo  outfalls.  Before  discharge  the  sewage  is  disinte¬ 
grated  and  chlorinated. 

The  areas  which  are  dealt  with  at  the  Purification  Works  are 
Old  Poole  and  Longfleet,  Hamworthy,  Broadstone,  Creekmoor,  Oakdale, 
Newtown,  and  the  area  north  of  Ashley  Road  and  west  of  Alder  Road. 
The  areas  left  to  be  dealt  with  are  Branksome,  (part),  Branksome 
Park,  Canford  Cliffs,  Lower  Parkstone,  Lilliput,  Sandbanks, 
Alderney  and  Wallisdown. 
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During  the  year  design  work  was  carried  out  for  the  diversion 
of  sewage  from  Branksome,  part  of  Branksome  Park  and  part  of  Upper 
Parkstone  to  the  existing  pumping  station  at  Parkstone,  for  onward 
pumping  to  the  Purification  Works.  It  is  hoped  to  commence  this 
work  in  1967. 

Bear  Wood 


A  comprehensive  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Bear  Wood  area 
has  been  designed.  This  covers  not  only  the  existing  houses,  but 
anticipated  development  of  agricultural  land  in  the  area.  Up  to 
the  present,  this  land  has  not  been  made  available  for  development 
and  the  sewerage  scheme  is  therefore  held  in  abeyance. 

(b)  Surface  Water  Drainage 

Two  large  impounding  lakes  were  completed  in  1966  on  the 
Bourne  Valley  watercourse  to  prevent  the  flooding  of  land  at  a 
lower  level.  These  lakes  appeared  to  work  satisfactorily. 

In  1966  we  suffered  one  of  the  heaviest  daily  rainfalls 
ever  recorded  in  Poole.  During  this  time  1.06  inches  of  rain 
fell  in  two  hours  and  a  total  of  2.10  inches  was  recorded  fcJr 
the  twenty-four  hours.  This  caused  severe  flooding  with  surface 
water  at  several  parts  of  the  Borough  which  in  turn  caused  floo¬ 
ding  from  sewage  in  some  places.  Investigations  are  being  made 
on  schemes  to  prevent  or  reduce  flooding  from  such  abnormal  rain¬ 
fall  as  far  as  possible,  and  reasonable. 

3.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  the  Borough  Engineer's 
Department  and  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  incineration  at  the 
Corporation  destructor  and  by  tipping  at  Turlin  Moor.  This  in¬ 
filling  of  large  areas  of  mudlands  is  providing  valuable  land 
for  recreational  purposes  and  at  the  same  time  removing  the 
breeding  places  of  mosquitoes. 

The  Council  is  at  present  in  the  process  of  changing  its 
system  of  refuse  treatment  from  incineration  to  pulverisation. 
The  destructor  will,  however,  be  kept  in  part  operation  for  the 
disposal  of  certain  trade  refuse  and  diseased  and  unsound  foods.

Appendix  B  show  summary  of  the  Inspectors'  work  and  visits, 
a.  Complaints 


972  complaints  were  received  and  dealt  with  during  the  year 
but  this  figure  does  not  include  complaints  relating  to  food 
or  pests.  The  complaints  varied  from  housing  conditions, 
noise,  smoke,  offensive  odours,  animals,  and  dangerous  toys. 

The  pattern  of  complaints  has  changed  since  the  War,  the 
emphasis  being  on  anti-social  matters  rather  than  those  which 
are  matters  of  public  health. 

b.  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 

There  are  1085  premises  in  the  Borough  which  are  covered  by 
the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

Nearly  all  premises  have  been  inspected  at  least  once  during 
the  year  and  there  has  been  a  convincing  response  to  compliance 
with  the  Act. 

With  regard  to  heating,  generally  it  was  good  but  in  some 
large  warehouses  it  was  impractical  to  provide  complete  heating. 
In  these  cases  the  managements  have  arranged  for  suitable  wor¬ 
king  areas  to  be  heated  to  comply  with  the  temperature  require¬ 
ments. 

One  application  was  received  for  exemption  from  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  a  w.c.  but  this  was  refused  by  the  Council  and  a  new 
w.c.  is  now  being  built.  The  only  certificate  of  exemption 
granted  by  the  Council  was  withdrawn  in  the  Summer  on  the 
completion  of  new  premises. 

On  1st  January,  1966,  the  Washing  Facilities  Regulations, 

1964  came  into  operation  and  it  is  only  a  few  of  the  premises 
which  have  not  yet  complied  with  these  requirements. 

With  regard  to  lighting,  staircases  and  passages  were  found 
to  be  the  areas  where  the  greatest  improvement  was  necessary.

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c .  Caravans,  Camp  Sites  and  Gypsies 


There  are  no  residential  caravan  camps  in  the  Borough  but 
there  are  two  holiday  caravan  camps.  The  one,  which  is  at 
Rockley  Point  accommodates  1,125  caravans  and  is  set  in 
delightful  surroundings  and  has  all  facilities.  A  portion 
of  the  camp  is  set  aside  for  tents.  The  other  holiday 
caravan  camp  is  at  Merley  House  where  approval  has  been 
given  for  the  siting  of  up  to  100  caravans  or  30  caravans 
and  70  tents.  This  camp  is  situated  in  sylvan  surroundings 
and  has  all  necessary  amenities. 

Strict  control  is  maintained  over  individual  caravans  and 
these  are  only  for  use  with  regard  to  engineering  works  or 
in  connection  with  private  dwellings. 

The  gypsy  problem*  increases  from  year  to  year,  the  number 
of  gypsy  persons  increases,  the  filth  and  refuse  increases. 

This  necessarily  increases  the  antipathy  of  the  general  public 
to  these  tribes.  The  Council  has  gone  to  great  lengths  to 
find  a  solution  to  the  problem  and  have  now  selected  a  site 
and  intend  to  provide  a  "permanent"  site  for  twenty  gypsy 
families  in  the  hope  that  in  a  few  years  the  tribes  will  be 
integrated  into  the  normal  way  of  life.  The  success  of  the 
scheme  will  depend  on  the  provision  of  sufficient  and  suitable 
permanent  camps  in  other  parts  of  Dorset  by  the  County  Council, 
and  the  active  goodwill  of  the  residents  of  our  town.

d.  Clean  Air 


There  are  no  smoke  control  areas  in  the  Borough  but  the 
Town  has  very  little  general  problem  with  regard  to  smoke, 
grit  and  dust.  The  industrial  premises  are  well-behaved 
generally  and  provide  little  cause  for  action.  Certain 
industrial  processes  are  under  the  control  of  H.M.  Alkali 
Inspector  and  there  is  very  close  liaison  between  him  and 
the  public  health  inspectors. 

One  of  the  problems  we  have  is  the  indiscrimate  burning  of 
refuse  on  waste  land  or  on  private  properties.  The  Poole 
Corporation  Act,  1965  makes  it  an  offence  to  burn  rubbish  in 
contravention  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  but  this  only  applies 
to  industrial  premises. 
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All  plans  of  proposed  industrial  premises  are  examined  by 
the  public  health  inspectors  and  advice  is  given  on  the 
heights  of  chimneys  to  be  erected,  and  the  proper  heights 
are  enforced.  It  is  regretted  that,  while  the  department  is 
consulted  on  Exempted  buildings  and  agreement  is  reached,  in 
some  cases  chimneys  are  erected  to  heights  which  are  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  department  to  be  insufficient. 

A  large  part  of  the  smoke  in  our  atmosphere  undoubtedly 
comes  from  open  domestic  fires  burning  bituminous  coal. 

There  is  a  fast-changing  pattern  of  heating  taking  place  and 
it  is  felt  this  natural  change  to  other  forms  of  heating 
will  to  a  great  extent  solve  this  problem. 

The  biggest  problem  we  have,  and  one  which  is  unfortunately 
not  apparent,  is  the  emission  of  sulphur  dioxide  into  the  air. 
This  comes  from  coal  and  oils  in  varying  degrees  and  there  is, 
at  present,  no  economical  way  of  removing  the  sulphur  from 
the  fuel  before  combustion.  The  only  way  of  dealing  with 
this  emission  is  for  it  to  be  dispersed  at  high  level  in  order 
to  ensure  avoiding  undesirable  concentrations  of  sulphur 
dioxide . 

The  Council  maintains  three  instruments  which  constantly 
monitor  the  air  of  the  Borough  both  for  smoke  and  for  sulphur 
dioxide.  It  is  worth  remembering  that  the  Clean  Air  Act  does 
not  prohibit  the  emission  of  dark  or  black  smoke;  it  only 
limits  the  time  it  is  permitted,  and  similarly  that  smoke 
which  is  below  the  index  Ringelman  2  cannot  be  dealt  with 
unless  it  specifically  becomes  a  nuisance;  so  that  we  cannot 
at  the  present  time  legally  enforce  a  smoke-free  atmosphere.

e .  Swimming  Baths 


There  are  three  open-air  swimming  baths  for  the  public 
during  the  summer  and  a  small  covered  and  heated  bath  for 
use  throughout  the  year.  Each  of  these  has  a  continuous 
filtration  and  chlorination  plant.  There  are  also  seven 
private  swimming  pools  at  schools.  With  the  exception  of 
two,  all  are  provided  with  means  of  continuous  filtration 
and  chlorination  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  hand-dosing  in 
the  two  pools  will  soon  cease. 

Checks  are  made  at  regular  intervals  on  the  residual 
chlorine  and  for  bacteriological  samples. 

The  Council  has  no  byelaws  with  regard  to  swimming  pools.

f.  Disinfestation 


The  departmental  staff  is  qualified  to  carry  out  disin¬ 
festation  and  has  arranged  for  the  disinfestation  of 
furniture  of  prospective  Council  house  tenants  if  this 
should  be  necessary.  Fortunately  there  is  little  call  for 
this  service.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  the  very  large 
decrease  in  bug  infestation,  this  pest  being  found  only 
in  three  premises  during  the  year.  Sixteen  premises  were 
dealt  with  for  fleas. 

g.  Common  Lodging  Houses 


There  is  only  one  common  lodging  house  registered  in  the 
Borough  and  this  really  caters  for  weekly  lodgers.  It  has 
accommodation  for  27  males  and  is  well  run.  Additional 
work  was  carried  out  on  the  advice  of  the  Chief  Fire  Officer 
to  provide  extra  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

h.  Mosquito  and  Other  Pests 


There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  mosquito  nuisance  over 
the  past  few  years  due  to  the  reclamation  of  marshy  areas 
and  the  piping  of  ditches.  However,  where  areas  are  likely 
to  be  breeding  places  of  mosquitos,  they  are  sprayed  regu¬ 
larly  from  March  to  October.  In  larger  pools,  oil  capsules 
are  used. 
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The  public  should  realise  that  many  nuisances  from 
mosquitoes  could  be  avoided  by  seeing  that  all  water 
containers  are  kept  dry  and  that  ornamental  pools  do  not 
contain  mosquito  larvae.  The  public  health  inspectors 
will  be  happy  to  give  advice  on  this  matter. 

Most  complaints  we  received  are  erroneously  blamed  on 
mosquitoes  but  are  really  due  to  midges,  particularly  where 
there  are  numbers  of  trees  in  the  area. 

I  think  we  can  now  say  that  the  midge  nuisance  which  came 
from  the  Poole  Park  Lake  has  been  overcome.  This  was  a  very 
difficult  problem  to  investigate  but  the  answer  is  in  keeping 
the  water  of  the  salt-water  lake  to  the  proper  salinity  and 
oxygen  content . 

A  growing  pest  is  the  feral  pigeon  -  the  domestic  pigeon 
which  lives  wild.  These  cause  great  nuisance  with  their 
droppings  and  the  department  has  instituted  a  service  to 
deal  with  this  pest.  Unfortunately  it  is  not  an  easy  pest 
to  deal  with  and  added  to  this  is  the  opposition  by  some 
members  of  the  public  to  any  action  being  taken  against 
these  pigeons.  In  fact  on  occasions  they  have  released 
pigeons  which  have  been  trapped.  All  trapped  pigeons  are 
taken  to  the  Office  of  the  R.S.P.C.A.  for  humane  destruc¬ 
tion.  All  "ringed"  pigeons  are  handed  over  to  a  represen¬ 
tative  of  the  National  Pigeon  Association. 

j .  Rodent  Control 


The  Council  provides  a  free  service  for  the  destruction 
of  rats  and  mice  at  all  premises.  In  addition  regular 
testing  and  baiting  is  carried  out  at  areas  specially  liable 
to  infestation.  These  include  the  refuse  tips,  chines  and 
beaches.  The  sewers  are  also  regularly  tested  but  the  sewers 
in  Poole  are  singularly  free  from  rodents. 

APPENDIX  F.  -  Details  of  action  taken, 
k.  Keeping  of  Animals 


The  duties  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  are  carried 
out  by  the  public  health  inspectors  so  that  a  close  watch  is 
kept  on  all  piggeries  etc.  During  the  year  535  visits  were 
made  with  regard  to  Diseases  of  Animals  Act  requirements. 
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Two  premises  were  registered  under  the  Animals  Boarding 
Establishment  Act  and  one  under  the  Riding  Establishments 
Act.  All  premises  are  also  inspected  by  the  Veterinary 
Officer  appointed  by  the  Council. 

Premises  are  also  inspected  to  ensure  the  provisions  of 
the  Pet  Animals  Act  are  complied  with  and  premises  selling 
raw  meat  for  animal  feeding  are  kept  under  close  inspection. 

1.  Merchandise  Marks  Act 


The  duties  under  this  Act  are  carried  out  by  the  inspectors 
when  inspecting  food  shops.  During  the  year  503  visits  were 
made  under  this  Act  and  on  only  one  occasion  was  it  necessary 
to  draw  attention  to  a  minor  infringement. 

m.  Factories  Act 


The  factories  are  inspected  approximately  twice  a  year 
and  no  special  difficulty  was  found.  There  were  some  minor 
contraventions  but  notices  were  served  and  by  the  end  of 
the  year  remedial  action  had  been  taken  in  most  cases. 

During  the  year  1190  visits  were  made  and  50  contra¬ 
ventions  were  found.

ii.  Routine  inspections  and  repairs 

Except  for  the  purposes  of  dealing  with  Clearance 
Areas,  no  regular  routine  house-to-house  inspections  have 
been  made  since  1939.  Now  that  the  Clearance  Areas  have  been 
completed  it  was  felt  that  routine  housing  inspection  should 
re-commence. 


There  was  surprisingly  little  resistance  by  owners  to 
the  re-introduction  of  these  inspections.  In  the  first 
place,  inspections  are  only  made  at  tenanted  properties 
as  it  is  felt  they  needed  attention  far  more  than  owner/ 
occupied  houses. 

During  the  year  over  1,500  houses  were  investigated  and 
364  were  found  to  require  attention. 

iii.  Housing  Improvements  -  Housing  Act,  1964 

While  the  routine  housing  investigations  were  being 
made  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  record  the  amenities 
necessary  in  order  to  bring  the  houses  up  to  the  standard 
required  by  the  Housing  Act,  1964  in  respect  of  sink,  bath, 
wash  basin  (all  with  hot  and  cold  water  supplies),  inter¬ 
nal  w.c.  and  ventilated  food  store. 

Two  areas  were  submitted  to  the  Council  in  1966  for 
consideration  and  they  made  an  Order  covering  a  road  of  32 
houses  in  order  to  gain  experience  in  the  working  of  the 
Act.  It  is  understood  that  this  was  the  first  of  such 
Orders  made  in  the  South-West  Area.  It  is  hoped  that 
further  Orders  will  be  made  from  time  to  time. 

iv.  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation  -  Housing  Act,  1961 

During  1966  an  attack  was  continued  on  the  Houses  in 
Multiple  Occupation  in  the  Borough.  The  first  inspections 
were  directed  to  those  properties  of  over  two  storeys  as 
it  was  felt  these  might  have  a  serious  fire  risk.  As  far 
as  we  can  tell,  all  of  these  have  now  been  inspected  and 
notices  were  served  in  eight  cases.  There  is  not  the 
serious  over-crowding  in  the  Borough  which  many  other  towns 
have  and  as  a  result  the  standards  of  accommodation  are 
much  higher.  However,  the  occasional  poor  quality  accommo¬ 
dation  is  still  found  and  needs  attention,  The  houses  in 
multiple  occupation  will  be  subject  to  routine  re-inspec¬ 
tion  in  the  future  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  good  standard  of 
accommodation  will  result. 

It  is  a  pity  that  a  better  title  cannot  be  found  for  these 

premises . 
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v.  Slum  Clearance,  Housing  Act,  1957 


In  1966  Clearance  Area  No.  76,  comprising  of  four  houses 
was  confirmed  and  the  tenants  rehoused. 

Ten  individual  houses  were  dealt  with  by  Closing  or  Demo¬ 
lition  Orders,  (five  of  these  houses  were  closed  voluntarily 
as  the  result  of  informal  action).  An  undertaking  to  make 
one  of  the  houses  fit  for  human  habitation  was  accepted  by 
the  Council.

r.  Food 


i.  Food  Premises 


The  supervision  of  food  premises  is  a  very  important 
part  of  the  public  health  inspectors'  duties  and  these  are 
reinforced  by  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960. 

In  1967  there  will  be  additional  Regulations  covering  stalls, 
markets  and  delivery  vehicles  which  will  be  a  welcome  addition 
to  the  department's  weapons.  8,120  visits  were  made  to  Food 
Premises  in  the  year. 

APPENDIX  L.  -  Classified  List  of  Visits  to  Food  Premises 
ii .  Meat  Inspection 


There  is  only  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough.  It 
is  a  modern  building  and  is  used  solely  for  the  slaughter 
of  pigs  in  connection  with  the  food  factory  attached.  Every 
animal  is  fully  inspected  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations 
by  the  public  health  inspectors  who  are  specially  qualified 
for  this  work.  Two  inspectors  are  kept  almost  full-time  for 
three  days  each  week  and  this  is  a  drain  on  the  department's 
man-power.

Also  by  the  analysis  of  milk  and  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  milk  and  milk  containers. 

The  supervision  of  the  dairy  farms  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

During  the  year  632  inspections  were  made  of  dairies  and 
plant.  418  samples  of  milk  and  61  batches  of  washed  bottles 
were  taken  for  examination.

v.  Ice-cream  Supplies

The  work  of  checking  and  sampling  general  foods  and 
drugs  continued  throughout  the  year.  A  representative 
list  of  foods  is  given  under  the  appropriate  trades.  From 
this  it  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a  fair  coverage 
of  normal  foodstuffs. 

Two  cases  of  Bread  failing  to  comply  with  the  standards 
laid  down  resulted  in  fines  of  £25  and  £10  being  imposed 
by  the  Bench.  One  sample  of  French  Dressing  was  reported 
as  failing  to  comply  with  the  Labelling  Standards  and 
this  matter  was  referred  to  the  wholesalers  as  the  article 
in  question  was  imported. 

During  the  year  the  Council  agreed  to  take  part  in  a 
nation-wide  survey  of  residual  pesticides  in  foodstuffs. 

This  survey  will  last  for  two  years  and  it  is  hoped  will 
provide  sufficient  information  on  which  to  decide  whether 
any  further  legal  safeguards  in  this  matter  are  necessary. 

In  addition  to  the  samples  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst,  149  samples  of  milk  were  checked  for  their  fat 
and  non-fatty  solids  content.  All  were  found  to  be  above 
the  standard  required.

Seventy-eight  complaints  were  received  of  unsatis¬ 
factory  food  or  containers  -  an  increase  of  27  over  1965. 
These  complaints  were  investigated  but  not  all  seemed 
justified.  Of  the  complaints,  23  related  to  meat  and 
meat  products,  24  to  bread  and  confectionery,  9  to  milk 
or  milk  bottles  and  22  to  other  foods. 

Over  one-third  of  the  complaints  were  with  regard  to 
mould  on  food.  This  indicates  that  insufficient  attention 
is  being  paid  to  the  proper  turn-over  and  storage  of  such 
foods  and  the  Health  Committee  has  given  instructions  for 
a  Circular  to  be  sent  to  all  retailers  drawing  their 
attention  to  the  seriousness  of  this  matter.  It  is  hoped 
that  before  long  the  dating  of  foodstuffs  will  become 
general,  and  so  enable  the  public  to  see  if  the  goods  are 
fresh. 

One  case  of  glass  in  a  pie  was  taken  before  the  Justices 
who  imposed  a  fine  of  £20.  Fines  of  £10,  and  two  of  £25 
were  imposed  by  the  Bench  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  mouldy 
pies,  the  last  case  highlighted  the  system  of  "merchandising" 
and  its  shortcomings.

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FOOD  POISONING 


Only  one  case  of  food  poisoning  was  officially  notified 
during  the  year.  Regarding  salmonella  infections,  one  family 
outbreak  was  investigated  in  conjunction  with  cases  in  adjoining 
areas,  and  the  investigation  strongly  indicated  that  raw  pet 
food  was  the  vehicle  of  infection.  A  special  report  was  sent 
to  the  Ministry  in  respect  of  this  outbreak. 

There  was  one  short  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  due  to 
Clostridium  welchii  in  an  institution  in  the  town.  A  further 
30  incidents  of  enteritis  or  similar  conditions  were  investi¬ 
gated. 


The  co-operation  of  local  medical  practitioners  and  the 
Director  and  Staff  of  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Bournemouth 
is  again  greatly  appreciated. 

6.  LEAD  POISONING 


In  the  past  two  annual  reports  reference  has  been  made 
to  the  special  investigations  under  this  heading.  These  inves¬ 
tigations  have  largely  taken  place  amongst  the  gypsy  population 
in  conjunction  with  the  Consultant  Paediatrician  at  Poole 
General  Hospital.  Early  in  the  year  a  young  gypsy  child  died 
from  lead  encaphilitis .  The  prolonged  investigation  into  this 
case  showed  that  other  gypsy  families  had  high  blood  lead  and 
there  was  evidence  that  the  ash  from  the  fires  did  contain  high 
proportions  of  lead.  Strong  warnings  were  given  to  the  gypsy 
families  to  avoid  burning  lead,  contaminated  wood  and  other 
materials  but  later  reports  showed  that  poisoning  had  recurred 
and  these  strong  warnings  were  reinforced. 

7.  NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960 

This  is  a  branch  of  the  inspectors'  work  which  is 
increasing  and  is  px-obably  the  most  difficult  to  deal  with. 
Several  minor  complaints  were  dealt  with  satisfactorily  or  were 
not  considered  to  be  nuisances. 

Most  complaints  refer  to  noise  from  compressors  for  refri¬ 
geration  plants  and  it  is  a  matter  to  which  greater  attention 
should  be  paid  by  architects  and  refrigeration  engineers. 

302  inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 

8.  ADMINISTRATION 

During  the  year  the  public  health  inspectors  attended 
further  courses  in  Food,  Noise,  Nuclear  physics  and  general 
subjects  in  order  to  keep  up-to-date  with  changes  in  their  work. 
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HEALTH  EDUCATION 


This  is  an  aspect  of  the  work  of  the  Department  which 
could  well  be  extended  given  sufficient  staff. 

It  is  amazing  how  little  is  known  of  the  work  carried  out 
by  the  department  and  the  resources  which  are  available  to  the 
public.  It  is  felt  that  this  is  a  subject  which  should  be 
directed  to  the  school  children  so  that  they  grow  up  with  the 
knowledge  of  the  help  the  department  can  give  them  in  their 
adult  lives. 

During  the  year  about  300  people  were  given  lectures  and 
the  department  had  a  very  successful  section  of  the  Poole  Show, 
in  which  was  depicted  Public  Health  -  Past  -  Present  -  and 
Future.  This  aroused  a  great  deal  of  interest  and  the  stand 
was  manned  by  volunteers  during  the  whole  of  the  time  the  Show 
was  open. 

Also,  members  of  the  department  co-operated  with  the  Poole 
Technical  Group  in  organising  and  running  an  exhibition  on  the 
subject  of  "Water",  This  was  well  received  and  numbers  of  school- 
children  were  taken  to  see  it.  Short  explanatory  lectures  were 
given  from  time  to  time. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Committee  gave  approval 
for  a  pilot  scheme  to  be  organised  in  conjunction  with  a  girls' 
private  school.  A  course  of  ten  lectures  and  visits  were 
arranged  and  these  covered  the  following  subjects,  as  they 
affected  the  housewife

1952,  the  Minister  of  Health  reviewed  the  form  and  scope  of  the 
Annual  Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  in  Port  Form  20 
enclosed  with  Circular  33/52  dated  6th  November,  1952,  he  prescribed 
the  form  and  sequence  which  the  reports  should  follow. 

One  requirement  of  the  Minister  is  that  the  information 
required  by  Sections  I,  V,  VI,  VIII,  XIV,  XV  and  XVI  (all  marked 
with  asterisk)  need  only  be  given  in  full  every  fifth  year  and 
for  the  intermediate  years  only  the  changes  which  have  occurred 
during  the  year  covered  by  the  report  need  be  included.  The 
full  information  required  in  these  Sections  is  set  out  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1965  and  therefore,  only  changes  are  recorded 
in  this  report. 

In  presenting  this  report  I  have  pleasure  in  taking  the

Constitution  of  the  Port  Health  Authority. 

By  an  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  dated  21st  September, 
1887,  and  an  amending  order  dated  27th  February,  1909  a  Port 
Sanitary  Authority  was  constituted  to  exercise  the  powers  and  functions 
assigned  by  the  Order. 

The  style  "Port  Sanitary  Authority"  was  changed  to  "Port 
Health  Authority"  in  1936. 

The  Port  Health  Authority  is  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses 
of  the  Borough,  acting  by  the  Council. 

Limits  of  Jurisdiction 

The  present  limits  of  jurisdiction  were  fixed  in  1909,  as 
follows : 

"The  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Port  Sanitary  Authority  shall 
extend  to  all  that  part  of  the  said  Port  of  Poole  aforesaid  which 
lies  to  landward  of  a  line  drawn  from  the  seaward  extremity  of  the 
eastern  boundary  of  the  Borough  of  Poole  to  the  seaward  extremity 
of  the  headland  known  as  Standfast  Point;  together  with  the  waters 
of  the  said  part  of  the  Port  and  all  docks,  basins,  harbours, 
creeks,  rivers,  channels,  roads,  bays  and  streams  within  that  part 
of  the  said  Port,  and  the  place  or  places  which  may  from  time  to 
time  be  appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station  or  Stations  for 
that  part  of  the  said  Port,  and  the  place  or  places  for  the  time 
being  appointed  for  the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  ships  for  the  said 
part  of  the  said  Port  under  any  regulations  for  the  prevention  of 
the  spread  of  disease  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Statutes 
in  that  behalf,  and  for  the  purposes  of  any  such  Regulations  as 
aforesaid,  shall  also  extend  to  any  ship  which  in  pursuance  thereof, 
or  of  any  directions  given  thereunder  shall  be  moored  or  anchored 
at  the  place  appointed  thereunder  as  aforesaid,  or  which  shall 
be  on  its  way  thither". 

Port  Facilities 

Poole  is  chiefly  a  cargo  port  and  its  trade  is  mainly  carried 
on  with  other  British  ports  and  those  on  the  coasts  of  France, 

Belgium,  Holland  and  Germany,  and  there  is  also  a  regular  trade  with 
the  Baltic  Ports. 

Owing  to  the  seamen's  strike  a  relatively  large  amount  of 
foodstuffs  was  both  imported  from  and  exported  to  the  Channel 
Islands  from  Poole.  This  necessitated  extra  inspection  and 
supervision  by  the  Port  Health  Inspectors. 

During  the  summer  season  the  port  is  the  base  for  day  pleasure 
boats  operating  between  local  seaside  resorts  and  this  is  the  only 
passenger  traffic  apart  from  yachts. 

Inshore  fishing  is  still  carried  on  and  the  report  on  the 
shellfish  industry  is  dealt  with  in  Section  XV.

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The  general  cargo  quay  at  Hamworthy  is  served  by  rail 


Unloading  equipment  at  the  port  consists  of  seven  travelling 
cranes,  three  mobile  cranes  and  three  coal  transporters.  There  are 
nine  ship  and  boat  yards  for  the  building  and  repairing  of  ships. 


There  is  in  the  harbour  an  extensive  safe  anchorage.  The 
depth  of  the  water  at  the  Harbour  Bar  is  13  feet  -  Admiralty  Chart 
Datum  and  the  range  varies  from  about  7  feet  at  springs  to  a  few 
inches  at  neaps.  Both  the  flood  and  ebb  tides  run  at  about 
three-quarters  of  a  knot  at  the  Bar.  At  the  Haven  entrance  the 
maximum  is  4$  knots  with  about  3^  knots  for  Brownsea  Roads  while  in 
the  rest  of  the  harbour  2  knots  is  seldom  exceeded.

The  general  supply  was  sampled  every  two  or  three  days  through 
the  year  and  every  sample  was  reported  as  Class  I  "highly 
satisfactory".  During  the  year  30  samples  of  water  were 
taken  direct  from  the  quay  hydrants  used  for  shipping.  Of 
these  26  were  reported  as  Class  I,  2  as  Class  II,  1  as  Class 
III  and  1  as  Class  IV.  As  the  mains  supply  was  beyond 
suspicion,  the  unsatisfactory  results  were  most  certainly 
due  to  surface  water  contamination  of  the  hydrant  boxes. 

Twenty-six  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  from  ships  and,  of  these  21  were  reported  as 
Class  I,  3  in  Class  II,  1  in  Class  III  and  1  in  Class  IV. 

In  this  latter  case  the  Captain  and  owner  of  the  ship  were 
notified  to  cleanse  and  sterilise  the  tanks.

Poole  is  a  "Designated  Approved  Port"  for  the  issue  of  Deratting 
Certificates  and  Deratting  Exemption  Certificates  in  accordance 
with  Article  17  of  the  International  Sanitary  Regulations,  1951, 
and  Articles  19,  20  and  21  of  the  Port  Health  (Ships)  Regulations, 
1952  are  enforced  in  the  Port.  Both  the  Port  Health  Inspector 
and  the  Deputy  Port  Health  Inspectors  have  been  trained  in 
deratisation  procedure  and  have  now  taken  over  complete  respon¬ 
sibility  for  supervision  of  this  work  vice  the  Rodent  Officer 
who  retured  during  the  year. 

1.  During  routine  inspections  of  ships  by  the  Port  Health 
Inspectors,  masters  and  crew  are  questioned  as  to  the 
presence  of  rats.  The  ship  in  general  and  the  crew’s 
quarters  in  particular  are  examined  for  evidence  of  infestation. 
Where  evidence  is  found  or  suspected  a  detailed  search  of  the 
ship  -  including  the  holds  -  is  made  by  the  Port  Health 
Inspectors  and  the  Rodent  Control  Staff  who  endeavour  to  secure 
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Whenever  a  Deratting  Certificate  or  Deratting  Exemption 
Certificate  is  found  to  be  out  of  date  or  a  certificate  is 
needed,  a  detailed  inspection  and  search  of  the  ship  is 
made  jointly  by  the  Port  Health  Inspector  and  the  Rodent 
Control  Staff  before  a  certificate  is  issued  or  renewed. 

A  similar  procedure  is  adopted  before  the  issue  or  renewal 
of  Rodent  Control  Certificates  for  coastal  ships. 

2.  Bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations  of  rodents 

are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Bournemouth, 
(Director,  G.J.G.  King,  M.B. ,  B*  Ch.).  No  rats  were 
obtained  from  ships  during  the  year. 

3.  Small  infestations  of  rats  on  ships  are  dealt  with  directly 
by  the  Rodent  Control  Staff,  using  standard  trapping  and 
baiting  methods.  Major  infestations  requiring  large 

scale  fumigations  are  carried  out  by  any  one  of  the  commercial 
contractors  on  the  Authority's  list,  the  arrangements  being 
made  direct  by  the  owners  or  agents. 

4.  The  Port  Health  Inspectors  work  in  very  close  liaison  with 
the  ship  designers  and  ship  builders  in  the  area  to  secure 
proper  ratproofing  in  the  ships  built  in  "the  Port.  Very 
few  opportunities  arise  for  the  improvement  of  structures  of 
other  ships  owing  to  their  very  short  stay  in  the  Port.

Pollution  of  the  Harbour 


The  waters  of  Poole  Harbour  are  subject  to  intermittent 
sewage  pollution  from  various  sources.  It  is  believed  that 
a  good  deal  of  the  pollution  comes  from  Poole  Bay  which  receives 
the  sewage  from  the  three  towns  oil  its  shores. 

The  scheme  for  the  diversion  of  all  Poole  sewage  from  the 
sea  to  the  sewage  disposal  works  proceeded  in  1966. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Acts 


The  Port  Health  Inspectors  are  also  Inspectors  under  the 
Diseases  of  Animals  Acts.  All  ships  from  abroad  are  inspected 
in  order  to  ensure  that  the  requirements  of  the  Acts  are  complied 
with.  During  1966  94  visits  were  made  with  regard  to  the 

Diseases  of  Animals  Acts.  Detention  notices  were  served  on  the 
Masters  of  26  ships  with  regard  to  22  dogs,  1  cat,  8  budgerigars, 
5  canaries  and  1  parrot.

LIAISON 


Excellent  relationships  exist  between  the  local  hospitals  and  general 
medical  practitioners  on  one  hand  and  the  School  Health  Service  on  the 
other  as  detailed  in  earlier  reports. 

The  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  deals 
with  cases  of  child  neglect  and  is  frequently  most  helpful  in  persuading 
disinterested  or  neglectful  parents  to  have  essential  treatment  carried  out 
where  this  has  been  recommended  by  the  School  Medical  Officer.  Mr.  G.L. 
Thompson,  the  Local  Inspector,  dealt  satisfactorily  with  many  difficult 
cases  of  neglect  involving  101  School  Children  by  giving  kind  but  firm  advice 
in  the  home. 


THE  WORK  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


The  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  may  be  summarised  as  follows: 

(1)  Routine  and  special  inspection  and  re-inspection. 

(2)  Examination  of  children  for  fitness  for  part-time  employment 

(3)  Class  by  class  inspection  by  the  school  nurse. 

(4)  Minor  Ailment  Clinics. 

(5)  Special  Clinics. 

(6)  Ascertainment  and  classification  of  handicapped  pupils. 

(7)  Immunisation  and  Vaccination. 

(8)  Investigation  and  control  of  infectious  disease. 

(9)  Dental  inspection  and  treatment. 

(10)  Hygiene  and  sanitation  of  school  premises,  including  school 
kitchens  and  canteens. 


MEDICAL  AND  DENTAL  INSPECTION 


The  School  Health  Service  Regulations,  1959,  omit  specific  requirements 
as  to  the  occasions  on  which  medical  and  dental  inspections  are  carried  out. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  Regulations  parents  are  given  the  opportunity, 
so  far  as  is  reasonable  and  practicable,  of  being  present  at  every  medical 
inspection  and  at  the  first  dental  inspection  of  each  pupil. 

Routine  medical  examinations  are  carried  out  in  Poole  as  follows: 

(a)  As  soon  as  possible  after  entry  to  an  Infant  School 

(b)  As  soon  as  possible  after  entry  to  a  Junior  School. 

(c)  As  soon  as  possible  after  entry  to  a  Senior  School. 

(d)  During  the  term  before  the  term  in  which  the  child  is 

due  to  leave  school. 

If,  at  a  school  medical  examination,  a  child  is  found  to  be  suffering 
from  a  defect,  the  parent  is  advised  or  the  child  is  referred  for  treatment 
to  the  family  doctor,  the  appropriate  clinic  or  hospital. 

A  child  who  has  been  found,  at  routine  inspection,  to  be  suffering  from 
a  defect  is  re-examined  at  intervals.  Other  "special"  examinations  are 
carried  out  at  the  request  of  the  parent,  the  teacher  or  the  school  nurse. 

Such  examination  may  be  carried  out  at  a  routine  inspection  or  at  an 
inspection  arranged  for  that  purpose. 

Medical  Records 


Records  of  all  children  attending  maintained  schools  in  the  Borough 
are  centralised  in  the  School  Health  Section  of  the  Health  Department. 

This  facilitates  arrangements  for  medical  inspection  and  follow-up  and  for 
the  maintenance  of  complete  medical  histories  from  the  information  which  is 
continually  reaching  the  Section  from  Consultants,  Hospitals,  Clinics,  etc. 

Dental  Records 

These  are  filed  at  the  appropriate  surgeries  for  ease  of  reference  and 
maintenance . 

Result  of  Medical  Inspection 


During  1966,  5402  children  were  examined  at  routine  medical  inspections. 
Of  these,  1428  were  found  to  have  defects  requiring  treatment  (excluding 
dental  diseases  and  infestation  with  vermin). 

In  addition  474  special  inspections  and  1393  re-examinations  were 
carried  out  during  the  year. 
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Physical  Condition 


Two  categories  are  used  in  the  classification  of  a  child’s  physical 
condition  namely  Satisfactory  and  Unsatisfactory. 

The  child's  category  is  decided  not  only  on  a  nutritional  basis  but 
also  according  to  the  presence  or  absence  of  defects.  The  figures  for 
1966  show  that  99.70%  of  those  examined  were  satisfactory,  leaving  0.30^ 
unsatisfactory.  Details  are  as  follows

Class  Inspection  by  School  Nurses 


At  routine  medical  inspections,  parents  usually  attempt  to  present 
their  children  in  as  clean  a  state  as  possible  so  that  the  presence  of 
verminous  conditions  may  easily  be  overlooked.  Rapid  general  surveys  arc 
made  periodically  by  the  School  Nurses  with  the  object  of  detecting 
verminous  conditions  and  the  presence  of  infectious  and  contagious  disease. 
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During  these  rapid  surveys  17,149  individual  examinations  were 
carried  out  during  1966.  Children  found  to  be  suffering  from  infectious 
or  contagious  conditions  or  any  other  condition  requiring  medical 
attention  were  referred  to  the  school  clinic  or  the  family  doctor.  86 
children  were  found  to  be  infested  with  head  lice,  and  arrangements  were 
made  for  their  treatment  at  home. 

Scabies  is  treated  by  the  Health  Visitor  or  District  Nurse  by 
appointment.  Seven  school  children  were  treated  during  1966.

DEFECTS  FOUND  AT  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS 
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SCHOOL  DENTAL  SERVICE  -  1966 


During  the  year  under  review,  two  changes  in  dental  surgery 
assistants  resulted  in  some  delay  over  school  inspections.  Four 
schools  not  visited  will  be  attended  early  in  the  new  year.  The 
dental  officer  at  Hamworthy  was  without  an  assistant  for  nine  weeks. 

The  sound  proofing  and  redecorating  of  Branksome  Clinic  has  been  completed 
and  improves  working  conditions,  especially  during  gas  sessions. 

Security  measures  have  been  taken  to  test  the  ionising  radiations 
from  x-rays  used  at  Central  and  Branksome  clinics.  All  staff  carry 
monitoring  badges  containing  sensitive  film  for  specific  periods  of 
time  which  are  sent  for  examination  to  the  Radiological  Protection  Service. 
This  precaution  ensures  the  efficiency  of  dental  x-ray  apparatus  and 
protection  of  staff  and  patients. 

During  clinical  treatment  and  whenever  convenient,  time  is  devoted 
to  instruction  in  oral  hygiene  and  advice  given  on  diet,  which  plays 
such  an  important  part  in  the  attaining  of  dental  health.  Reasons  for 
the  preservation  of  dental  health  are  given  to  patients  and  especially 
to  parents  accompanying  young  children.  Periodical  talks  were  given 
to  expectant  mothers,  including  film  shows  on  dental  health  education. 

The  building  of  a  new  clinic  at  Hillbourne  has  been  commenced, 
convenient  for  Hillbourne,  Broadstone,  the  New  Boys  Grammar  School 
at  Gravel  Hill  and  Springdale  schools.  It  is  hoped  that  this  clinic 
which  includes  a  dental  suite  will  be  opened  in  March  1967. 

The  consultations  given  by  Mr.  Hooper  the  Orthodontist  at  Boscombe 
Hospital  on  the  more  complex  orthodontic  cases  and  the  treatment  of 
cases  referred  is  much  appreciated. 

My  grateful  thanks  to  the  dental  staff  for  their  continued  loyalty 
ensuring  the  smooth  running  of  the  dental  service.

PART  TIME  EMPLOYMENT  OF  SCHOOL

A  Local  Education  Authority  has  power,  under  Section  59  of  the 
Education  Act,  1944  to  prohibit  or  restrict  the  employment  of  a  school 
child  if  it  is  considered  that  such  employment  would  be  prejudicial  to 
his  health  or  would  otherwise  render  him  unfit  to  derive  full  benefit 
from  his  education. 

During  1966,  172  certificates  of  fitness  for  employment  were  issued.

CHILD  AND  FAMILY  GUIDANCE  CLINIC 

The  total  number  of  children  seen  at  the  Child  and  Family  Guidance 
Clinic  in  Poole  during  1966  by  the  Clinic  staff  was  425.  This  is 
slightly  more  than  the  previous  year.  Of  these,  139  were  new  cases 
and  this  is  an  increase  of  14  on  last  year.  Of  the  new  cases  seen,  99 
were  from  the  Borough  of  Poole,  the  remainder  coming  from  the  adjoining 
area  of  East  Dorset.  In  spite  of  priority  being  given  to  new  cases 
for  diagnosis,  there  were  still  39  children  awaiting  investigation  by 
the  Educational  Psychologist  and  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  and  there  were  35  children  awaiting  their  first  psychiatric 
appointment .  Out  of  these  awaiting  a  first  appointment,  29  were  from 
the  Borough  of  Poole. 


Throughout  the  year  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  has  continued  to 
benefit  from  the  increased  liaison  with  schools  which  has  been  built 
up  by  the  Educational  Psychologist.  The  extra  Psychiatric  Social 
Worker  sessions  mentioned  in  my  last  report  are  still  urgently  needed 
to  give  regular  social  casework  help  to  parents  who  need  it,  especially 
those  whose  children  are  not  having  intensive  psychotherapy. 


We  continue  to  see  urgent  cases  almost  immediately ,  but  this 
inevitably  means  a  longer  delay  for  those  further  back  on  the  waiting 
list.  The  waiting  time  for  non-urgent  cases  is  now  approximately 
8  weeks  before  even  a  preliminary  appointment  can  be  offered. 


Intensive  psychotherapy  is  arranged  for  all  children  who  need  it, 
and  the  parents  of  these  children  are  seen  at  the  same  time  by  the 
Psychiatric  Social  Worker.  25  children  were  started  on  this  kind  of 
treatment  during  the  year  and  there  were  12  needing  intensive  psychotherapy 
still  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  addition,  those 
children  considered  to  need  more  superficial  treatment  are  seen  periodically 
by  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist  and  where  possible  regular  casework  is 
provided  by  the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker. 
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The  value  of  having  a  Special  Day  Unit  for  Maladjusted  Children 
has  continued  to  be  proved  during  the  year.  This  has  now  moved  to 
new  premises  known  as  "Greenways ".  Not  only  does  this  Unit  provide 

extra  individual  remedial  education,  it  provides  a  supporting  background 
in  which  children  can  gain  a  new  feeling  of  self-esteem,  confidence 
and  begin  to  feel  a  new  capacity  for  making  better  relationships  with 
adults  and  other  children.  The  need  for  selected  children,  who  are 
unable  to  attend  ordinary  school  at  all,  to  be  able  to  attend  this  Unit 
full-time  is  still  urgent,  but  will  not  be  possible  until  additional 
staff  are  appointed. 

We  still  hold  the  usual  weekly  Clinic  case  conference  which  the 
teachers  at  "Greenways"  also  attend,  and  other  social  workers  co-operating 
in  the  treatment  of  children  and  families  are  invited  to  join  us  when 
indicated. 


All  children  who  are  residentially  placed  as  maladjusted  children 
are  seen  for  regular  review  and  the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  keeps 
in  close  touch  with  the  parents  of  these  children.  The  Clinic  team 

also  has  regular  conferences  at  Penwithen  Hostel.  At  the  end  of  the 

year  there  were  5  boys  and  3  girls  from  the  Borough  of  Poole  receiving 


treatment  help  at  Penwithen  Hostel.

SPEECH  THERAPY 


Miss  Tone,  Speech  Therapist,  was  appointed  to  a  post  in  the 
Western  part  of  Dorset  during  1966,  but  continued  to  work  in  both 
areas  from  the  20th  June,  1966,  until  the  26th  September,  1966. 

From  the  20th  June,  Clinic  sessions  in  Poole  were  cut  from  9 
(6  at  the  Central,  2  at  Branksome  and  1  at  Hamworthy)  to  4  at  the 
Central  Clinic.  Consequently  only  the  most  urgent  cases  were 
kept  on  for  treatment,  including  children  from  all  areas  of  the 
Borough  where  the  mothers  were  willing  to  undertake  the  travelling 
involved . 

Before  leaving  Miss  Tone  undertook  where  possible  a  re-assessment 
of  children  under  treatment  and  an  assessment  of  the  degree  of  urgency 
of  those  cases  on  the  waiting  list  for  the  information  and  assistance 
of  her  successor. 

From  the  5th  October  the  services  of  a  locum,  Mrs.  M.V.  Garratt, 
were  obtained,  but  she  was  only  able  to  give  three  sessions  per 
week  at  the  Central  Clinic,  and  this  arrangement  ceased  on  the  12th 
December.  Consequently  no  cases  were  under  treatment  on  the  31st 
December,  1966. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  full-time  Speech  Therapist  will  take  up  her 
duties  early  in  1967.

ENURESIS  CLINIC 

Treatment  by  the  buzzer  still  continues  to  provide  a  70%  chance 
of  a  bedwetting  child  becoming  either  completely  dry  or  subject  to 
only  an  occasional  wet  bed.  About  10%  also  improve  to  some  degree 

with  the  initial  treatment.  As  a  rule,  a  successful  result  is 

associated  with  a  positive  desire  of  the  child  to  become  dry,  sustained 
by  the  helpful  attitude  of  the  parents  and  other  members  of  the  family 
and  also  by  a  strict  adherance  to  the  instructions  in  regard  to  the 
use  of  the  buzzer.  Conversely,  inadequate  parental  interest  and 
support,  lack  of  co-operation  of  the  child  and  careless  use  of  the 
buzzer  are  a  potent  cause  of  failure.  Adverse  factors  in  the  home  as 
recorded  in  the  1965  report,  and  a  psychological  or  emotional  disturbance 
in  the  child  also  contribute  to  an  unsuccessful  issue.  The  use  of 
a  buzzer  in  a  child  under  seven  years  is  also  contraindicated. 

During  the  year  the  children  (30  boys  and  14  girls)  who  had 
failed  to  respond  to  the  buzzer  in  the  period  1959  -  1965  were 
reviewed. 

A  number  of  these  children  (6  boys  and  2  girls)  as  well  as  failing 
to  respond  to  the  treatment  later  developed  symptoms  requiring  further 
investigation  and  these  were  referred  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic. 

Three  other  boys  and  one  girl  had  been  attending  the  Child  Guidance 
Clinic  before  the  treatment  commenced. 

The  family  doctor  was  approached  in  regard  to  two  boys  and  one  girl. 

A  number  of  the  other  children  became  completely  dry  (  4  boys  and 
2  girls)  or  definitely  improved  (6  boys  and  3  girls)  without  any  further 
treatment.  However,  it  might  well  be  that  the  buzzer  could  claim  some 
credit  for  these  results. 

It  was  decided  that  eleven  children  (  7  boys  and  2  girls)  might 
benefit  by  a  reissue  of  the  buzzer  and  by  this  means  one  boy  became 
completely  dry,  and  three  boys  and  one  girl  were  much  improved.  Three 
boys  and  one  girl  failed  to  respond  and  one  boy  and  one  girl  did  not 
attend  the  clinic. 

In  order  to  exclude  a  possible  organic  cause  for  the  enuresis, 
four  boys  and  two  girls  were  referred  to  hospital.  In  each  case,  no 
abnormality  was  discovered  in  the  urinary  tract,  but  one  girl  was 
found  to  be  a  latent  epileptic. 

In  five  instances  (3  boys  and  2  girls)  there  was  a  complete  lack 
of  co-operation  and  also  proper  supervision  of  the  treatment,  and  in 
each  case,  although  the  buzzer  was  retained,  it  was  only  in  use  for  a 
short  period.  One  of  these  parents  also  refused  to  attend  the  Child 
Guidance  Clinic. 
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As  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  a  third  of  the  boys,  and  a  slightly 
higher  proportion  of  the  girls,  still  continue  to  wet  the  bed.

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TUBERCULIN  TESTING  AND  B.C.G.  VACCINATION 


The  tuberculin  testing,  by  the  Heaf  Test,  of  children  on  their 
entry  to  school  was  continued  during  the  year.  This  test  is  incorporated 
with  the  routine  medical  examination  of  the  five  year  old  pupils, 
parental  consent  being  obtained  prior  to  the  application  of  the  test. 

Dr.  Clark,  the  Chest  Physician,  is  most  co-operative  and  investigates 
all  positive  reactors  with  their  contacts,  in  an  endeavour  to  discover 
the  probable  source  of  infection. 

The  Health  Visitor,  after  visiting  the  homes  of  all  children  showing 
a  positive  reaction,  completes  a  domiciliary  report  giving  the  names  of 
all  contacts,  a  copy  of  this  report  being  sent  to  the  Chest  Physician 
for  action.

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers 


The  Council  does  not  employ  any  staff  to  deal  with  the  special 
problems  of  the  unmarried  mother  and  her  child  but  Welfare  Workers 
employed  by  the  Salisbury  Diocesan  Association  for  Moral  Welfare  carry 
out  their  duties  in  close  co-operation  with  the  officials  of  the  Health 
Department.  For  this  service  an  annual  grant  is  made  to  the  Association. 

Facilities  provided  for  unmarried  mothers  include  advice  from 
Health  Visitors  and  Midwives,  arrangements  for  maternity  beds  at 
hospital  and  arrangements  for  admission  to  Maternity  Homes  through  the 
co-operation  of  the  Moral  Welfare  Workers.  The  Borough  Council  is  not 
directly  responsible  for  the  provision  of  any  Mother  and  Baby  Homes, 
but  financial  responsibility  is  accepted  for  the  maintenance  of  cases 
admitted  to  Homes  administered  under  the  auspices  of  the  Salisbury 
Diocesan  Association  for  Moral  Welfare  and  other  approved  Homes. 
Altogether  12  mothers  were  admitted  to  Homes  during  1966,  for  which 
this  Authority  accepted  financial  responsibility. 

Sterilised  Maternity  Outfits 


These  are  available  free  of  charge  for  all  domiciliary  confinements 
and  the  contents  of  the  maternity  outfits  conform  to  the  requirements 
laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  During  1966,  351  outfits  were 
issued  for  domiciliary  confinements  within  the  Borough  of  Poole. 

Notification  of  Births 

The  Public  Health  (Notification  of  Births)  Act,  1965  came  into 
operation  on  5th  September,  1965.  An  additional  duty  was  imposed  on 
district  councils  (such  as  Poole)  exercising  delegated  health  and  wel¬ 
fare  functions.  Notifications  of  births  are  now  made  directly  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  that  authority  instead  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  ♦ 
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The  table  below  shows  the  actual  number  of  births  in  the  Authority's 
area  during  the  year  as  notified  under  Section  203  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  adjusted  by  any  notifications  transferred  in  or  out  of  the  area.

Details  of  the  premises  and  times  of  opening  are  shown  on  page  7 
of  this  Report . 


Children  seen  at  Child  Welfare  Centres  who  are  considered  to  require 
specialist  advice  are  sent  to  the  family  doctor,  who  in  turn  may  refer 
them  to  Consultant  Paediatricians  employed  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 
Failing  this  the  consent  of  the  General  Practitioner  is  obtained  before 
referring  the  child  directly  for  specialist  opinion.  The  clinical  work 
of  the  centres  is  purely  preventive  in  character  and  aims  at  early  detec¬ 
tion  of  congenital  and  acquired  defects  and  diseases  with  the  object  of 
referring  such  cases  to  the  family  doctor  for  his  attention.  Each  welfare 
centre  is  attended  by  a  medical  officer,  and  infants  are  examined  at  the 
first  attendance  and  thereafter  as  required,  any  showing  signs  of  deviation 
from  normal  health  being  referred  to  the  family  doctor. 

Building  work  commenced  during  the  year  on  a  new  purpose  built  clinic 
which  is  sited  on  the  edge  of  a  Council  housing  estate  in  the  grounds  of 
an  Infant  and  Junior  School . 


This  building  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  and  functional  by  March, 
1967.  * 


The  services  to  be  offered  in  this  building  will  be  similar  to  those 
at  existing  purpose  built  clinics.  Infant  welare  clinics  held  in  two  hired 
halls  in  adjoining  districts  will  close  when  the  new  clinic  is  in  operation.

Dental  Care 


The  details  regarding  the  dental  treatment  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  and  children  under  five  years  of  age  are  shown  in  the  tables 
which  follow.  The  general  arrangements  are  unchanged,  the  mechanical 
work  in  connection  with  dentures  being  done  by  a  dental  technician. 

Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  are  now  able  to  obtain  dentures 
through  the  general  dental  service  without  payment,  whereas  hitherto 
this  could  only  be  done  through  the  local  authority  service.  The  new 
arrangement  will  be  an  advantage  to  many  mothers  as  their  treatment  can 
be  continued  by  their  usual  dental  practitioner.

Admission  is  confirmed  to  children  between  the  ages  of  two  and 
five  years,  whose  mothers  find  it  necessary  by  reason  of  social 
circumstances  to  obtain  work  in  order  to  support  the  family,  or  who 
are  single,  widowed  or  have  disabled  or  invalid  husbands.  A  charge 
is  made  in  respect  of  each  child  admitted,  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Health  Committee,  in  consultation  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
is  empowered  to  reduce  the  amount  in  case  of  hardship.  The  following 
order  of  priority  was  adopted  by  the  Dorset  County  Council  when  appli¬ 
cations  for  admission  of  children  to  the  day  nursery  were  being 
considered : 

(a)  Children  living  with  only  one  parent  or  guardian  in  poor 
circumstances  upon  whose  earnings  their  maintenance  depends; 

(b)  Children  for  whose  daily  care  arrangements  are  desirable 

by  reason  of  the  necessity  for  the  person  who  would  normally 
have  care  of  them  in  the  home,  to  be  gainfully  occupied  in 
order  to  maintain  a  reasonable  minimum  standard  of  subsis¬ 
tence  ; 

(c)  Children  not  amounting  to  a  qualification  under  (a)  or  (b) 
above,  or  by  reason  of  a  need  for  training. 

The  nursery  which  was  opened  in  1952  was  specially  built  for 
the  purpose  and  is  pleasantly  situated  adjacent  to  Belmont  Court, 
Parkstone.  It  is  fitted  with  good  modern  equipment  and  there  is 
ample  space  for  indoor  and  outdoor  activities.  In  addition  to 
providing  amenities  conducive  to  the  mental  and  physical  well-being 
of  the  growing  child,  the  nursery  serves  as  a  valuable  centre  for 
imparting  principles  of  mothercraft  and  general  health  education 
to  mothers  making  use  of  the  service.

Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act,  1948 


Registration  under  these  regulations  is  only  necessary  where 
more  than  two  children  are  being  minded  at  any  one  time. 

In  Poole  there  are  7  persons  registered  as  Child  Minders  and 
9  premises  are  registered  as  private  day  nurseries.  All  the  nur¬ 
series  registered  are  in  the  form  of  "play  groups  in  either  village 
or  church  halls  and  open  for  part  time  attendance  only. 
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From  time  to  time  visits  are  made  to  these  registered  persons 
and  premises  to  ensure  that  the  regulations  are  being  complied  with. 

Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods 

As  from  the  1st  June,  1961,  the  Ministry  of  Health  instructed 
that  coupons  would  no  longer  be  required  for  Vitamin  A  and  D  tablets, 
cod  liver  oil  and  orange  juice,  but  that  these  supplementary  foods 
should  be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  sixpence  per  packet,  one  shilling 
and  one  shilling  and  sixpence  per  bottle  respectively.  Arrangements 
for  the  issue  of  national  dried  milk  in  exchange  for  coupons  at  the 
rate  of  two  shillings  and  fourpence  per  tin  remain  unaltered.  The 
arrangements  for  the  distribution  of  the  foods  through  the  Welfare 
Clinics  remains  unaltered.  During  the  year  3765  tins  of  national 
dried  milk  were  issued,  946  bottles  of  cod  liver  oil,  1691  packets 
of  vitamin  A  and  D  tablets  and  14929  bottles  of  orange  jiuce. 

MIDWIFERY 
(Section  23) 

Medical  supervision  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  non-medical  supervision  by  the  Borough  Nursing  Officer. 

Refresher  Courses 


The  Central  Midwives  Board  require  all  practising  midwives  to 
undertake  a  course  of  post-graduate  training  once  in  every  five  years 
and  arrangements  are  made  to  meet  this  requirement .  During  1966 
three  midwives  attended  refresher  courses . 

Administration  of  Analgesics  by  Midwives 

All  midwives  employed  in  Poole  are  qualified  to  administer  gas 
and  air  analgesia  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Central 
Midwives  Board  and  sufficient  sets  of  apparatus  are  available.  All 
midwives  are  also  qualified  to  administer  pethidine  in  order  to 
provide  their  patients  with  the  benefit  of  this  form  of  analgesia.

Training 


In  September  1961  in  accordance  with  an  agreement  reached 
betv sen  the  Dorset  County  Council  and  the  Bournemouth  and  East 
Dor  i  it  Hospital  Management  Committee,  a  Part  II  Midwifery  Training 
Sch:3l  was  set  up  at  Poole  General  Hospital,  the  pupils  receiving 
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the  second  half  of  their  training  period  on  the  district  in  Poole  or 
the  surrounding  area. 

During  1966,  11  Pupil  Midwives  had  completed  their  district 
training,  and  3  were  still  in  training  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

HEALTH  VISITING 

(Section  24) 

Twelve  whole  time  District  Health  Visitors  are  employed  together 
with  two  Liaison  Health  Visitors: 

(a)  For  care  of  the  elderly  and  physically  handicapped: 

(b)  Chest  clinic  duties 

All  Health  Visitors,  with  the  exception  of  the  Liaison  Health 
Visitors,  are  also  employed  as  School  Nurses  spending  an  average  of 
three  sessions  a  week  on  these  duties. 

Routine  Visiting 

A  record  card  is  prepared  for  each  District  Health  Visitor 
following  the  notification  of  each  birth  so  that  she  may  commence 
visiting  at  the  appropriate  time,  in  order  to  give  advice  on  general 
management  and  health  matters.  Excellent  co-operation  exists  with  the 
hospital  authority  and  prompt  notification  regarding  essential  details 
is  received  in  time  for  the  first  visit.  Following  the  first  visit, 
circumstances  determine  the  frequency  of  follow-up.  As  in  previous 
years  more  time  is  being  given  to  needy  families  and  aged  persons. 
Domiciliary  visiting  of  the  tuberculous  is  carried  out  by  the  Liaison 
Health  Visitor  for  this  service.

Care  of  the  Elderly 


The  concept  of  the  care  of  the  family  as  a  whole  has  now  been  well 
established.  Work  is  carried  out  with  all  groups  in  the  community  and 
the  Health  Visitors  pay  special  attention  to  elderly  persons.  Arrange¬ 
ments  are  made  to  inform  the  aged  of  the  services  available  and  this 
work,  which  increases  each  year,  is  found  to  be  time  consuming. 

Surveys 


In  addition  to  their  routine  duties,  Health  Visitors  play  a 
valuable  part  in  various  national  and  local  surveys  that  are  under¬ 
taken  from  time  to  time  on  problems  of  socio-medical  import.  These 
services,  as  well  as  contributing  to  medical  knowledge,  give  an  added 
interest  to  their  work. 

Attendance  at  Clinics 


The  Health  Visitor  is  responsible  for  the  infant  welfare  centres 
in  her  area  and  attends  all  sessions  as  part  of  her  duties.  Advice  is 
given  on  ths  various  problems  raised  by  mothers  and  when  necessary 
consultations  with  the  clinic  medical  officers  are  arranged.  Most  of 
the  childre  are  immunised  or  vaccinated  at  the  child  welfare  centres 
and  when  posible  booster  doses  are  given  before  the  child  reaches 
school  age.  Health  education  is  a  prominent  function  of  the  centre 
and  in  thi?  the  Health  Visitor  plays  a  major  role. 
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Facilities  for  Refresher  Courses

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HOME  NURSING 


(Section  25) 


Administrative  Arrangements 


In  Poole  the  establishment  of  District  Nurses  is  18.  Each  District 
Nurse  is  mobile  either  by  providing  her  own  car  with  a  car  allowance  or, 
alternatively,  by  use  of  a  fleet  vehicle.  Two  male  Queen's  District 
Nurses  attend  to  male  patients  in  appropriate  cases.  No  difficulty  has 
been  experienced  in  filling  vacancies  on  the  establishment  as  they  have 
arisen . 

Co-operation  with  General  Practitioners 

Applications  for  the  services  of  home  nurses  are  made  by  family 
doctors  to  the  nursing  office.  The  nurse  works  in  close  co-operation 
with  the  doctor  and  arrangements  are  made  for  them  to  meet  either  at  the 
home  of  the  patient  or  at  the  surgery  in  order  to  discuss  mutual  problems 
concerning  patients. 

Liaison  with  Hospitals 


Discharge  notices  of  patients  requiring  treatment  are  sent  by  the 
Almoner.  This  ensures  continuity  of  treatment  and  the  arrangement  works 
well . 

Refresher  Courses 


District  Nurses  attend  refresher  courses  arranged  by  the  Queen's 
Institute  of  District  Nursing.  During  1966  two  District  Nurses  attended 
a  refresher  course.

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DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 


The  demand  for  this  service  continues  to  increase.  The  rise  in  the 
number  of  cases  was  mainly  due  to  the  need  for  giving  help  to  the  aged 
and  infirm,  together  with  an  increase  in  the  number  of  maternity  cases 
assisted.  The  service  is  also  being  used  more  frequently  to  assist 
"After-Care"  patients.  Early  discharge  from  hospital  is  often  dependent 
upon  the  availability  of  home  help,  and  immediate  and  sufficient  help  in 
such  cases  is  of  prime  importance  for  the  quick  recovery  of  the  patient. 

Considerable  difficulty  is  still  experienced  in  recruiting  suitable 
Home  Helps.  During  the  year  recruitment  has  mainly  only  offset  staff 
leaving  the  service.  This  necessitates  economic  deployment  of  existing 
staff  who  have  worked  to  capacity  meeting  the  increased  number  of  cases 
assisted  during  the  year. 

Regular  monthly  meetings  of  Home  Helps  for  discussion  provide  an 
important  link  with  the  service  as  a  whole  and  makes  for  closer  unity  of 
peripheral  workers. 

In  Poole  there  is  a  full-time  Domestic  Help  Organiser  together  with 
an  Assistant  Organiser.  The  whole-time  equivalent  is  48  full-time  Home 
Helps.  At  the  end  of  the  year  76  part-time  Helps  were  in  employment.

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PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 


(Section  28) 

This  Section  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  gives  a  wide  scope 
to  local  health  authorities  for  implementing  schemes  for  the  prevention 
of  illness  and  for  the  after-care  of  patients  generally.  Also  included 
under  this  Section  during  1962,  were  the  local  health  authorities'  res¬ 
ponsibilities  for  mental  illness  and  mental  subnormality,  which  has  had 
the  effect  of  repealing  Section  51  in  the  original  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946. 

Tuberculosis 

A  full-time  Liaison  Health  Visitor  is  employed  in  duties  associated 
with  the  Chest  Clinic.  Her  function  is  to  co-ordinate  the  clinical  and 
domiciliary  care  of  patients,  when  requested  by  the  Consultant  Chest 
Physician.  Arrangements  are  made  for  issuing  free  milk  grants  to  necessi¬ 
tous  cases.  One  sleeping  shelter  is  available  for  issue  when  required 
to  domiciliary  cases.  The  Dorset  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society 
continues  to  provide  an  after-care  service  to  meet  the  needs  of  tuber¬ 
culous  patients.  In  addition,  in  Poole  there  is  an  active  Voluntary 
Association  for  the  care  of  tuberculous  patients. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  Tuberculosis  Contacts 


In  this  scheme  the  contacts  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
are  given  a  preliminary  skin  test  by  the  Chest  Physician,  and  vaccinated 
where  necessary. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  Schoolchildren 

The  B.C.G.  vaccination  scheme  for  protecting  children  reaching  the 
age  of  thirteen  years  has  continued  and  all  private  and  public  schools 
are  included  in  the  scheme  as  well  as  those  under  the  control  of  the 
local  Education  Authority.  Statistics  relating  to  this  are  to  be  found 
on  page  78. 

Exfoliative  Cytology 

In  conjunction  with  the  Pathological  Department  of  Poole  General 
Hospital  a  limited  service  was  started  in  March  at  Branksome  Clinic  for 
the  examination  of  cervical  smears.  In  October,  again  with  the  help  of 
the  Pathological  Department  it  was  made  possible  to  increase  this  service 
further  and  a  second  weekly  session  was  started  at  the  Central  Clinic. 

With  these  two  weekly  sessions  in  addition  to  those  being  taken  at 
Hamworthy  in  conjunction  with  the  Contraception  Clinic  the  waiting  list 
which  had  gradually  built  up  soon  diminished.

After-Care 


In  exercising  their  functions  under  this  Section  the  Poole  Corpora¬ 
tion  follow  the  agency  arrangement  made  by  the  Dorset  County  Council 
who  utilise  the  services  of  the  Dorset  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society.  Arrangements  are  made  to  provide  care  and  after-care  services 
to  patients  discharged  from  hospital  or  homebound  invalids,  including 
the  aged  and  chronic  sick. 

Holiday  Homes 

On  the  recommendation  of  general  medical  practitioners,  arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  for  16  persons  to  have  a  recuperative  holiday. 

Liaison  with  Children's  Unit,  Christchurch  Hospital 


During  the  year  169  children  were  admitted  from  the  Borough  of  Poole, 
68  being  under  one  year  of  age  -  four  of  these  babies  died. 

Throughout  this  period  friendly  co-operation  was  maintained  with  the 
Paediatrician  and  Ward  Staff.  It  has  been  possible  to  pass  on  earliest 
information  to  area  Health  Visitors  and  to  reciprocate  with  details  rela¬ 
ting  to  the  social  background  of  child  patients.  Information  relating 
to  recently  discharged  patients  has  been  passed  on  promptly  for  follow¬ 
up  visiting. 

Chiropody 


During  the  year  there  has  been  a  continued  heavy  increase  in  the 
demand  for  the  chiropody  service  which  is  provided  by  the  Dorset  Branch 
of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  with  the  help  of  substantial  financial 
grants  from  the  County  Council.  Local  chiropodists  are  engaged  by  the 
Society  and  sessions  are  held  at  the  Central  and  Hamworthy  Clinics. 
Patients  are  seen  by  appointment  and  a  nominal  charge  of  2/6d  is  made 
towards  the  cost  of  the  chiropodists'  fee,  dressings  and  drugs.  Free 
transport  is  arranged  where  necessary.  Priority  is  given  to  elderly  and 
physically  handicapped  persons  and  expectant  mothers.  During  the  year 
715  persons  received  treatment  and  a  total  of  3,957  attendances  were  made. 

Mobile  Meals 


These  are  provided  by  arrangements  with  the  Women's  Voluntary  Ser¬ 
vice  for  house-bound  elderly  or  physically  handicapped  persons.  During 
the  year  10,450  meals  were  delivered  and  on  the  31st  December,  203  per¬ 
sons  were  being  supplied. 

Incontinence  Pads 


No  major  scheme  for  the  supply  of  incontinence  pads  has  been  put  into 
operation.  Pads  have  been  supplied  in  selected  cases,  and  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  has  approved  a  pilot  scheme  for  the  supply  of  pads  to  National 
Assistance  level  cases  without  the  necessity  of  making  a  charge.  In  other 
appropriate  cases  pads  have  been  supplied  through  charitable  funds,  such 
as  the  Marie  Curie  Foundation. 

An  efficient  gas  incinerator  is  provided  in  the  Central  Clinic. 

Also  members  of  the  nursing  staff  have  direct  access  to  the  furnaces  at 
the  Corporation  Refuse  Disposal  Works.  The  mobile  sanitary  operatives 
employed  in  the  department  have  assisted  in  the  collection  and  destruc¬ 
tion  of  soiled  pads  and  dressings  where  no  other  arrangement  has  been 
possible . 

In  Poole  there  is  a  foul  laundry  service  with  loan  bed  linen 
facilities,  using  a  commercial  laundry  whose  vehicles  operate  throughout 
the  Borough.  This  service  is  operated  under  Section  29  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946,  and  as  a  consequence  no  further  charge  is 
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required  if  the  patient  is  already  receiving  the  services  of  a  Home  Help. 
The  foul  laundry  service  operates  at  the  request  of  the  District  Nurses^ 
of  General  Practitioners. 

Prevention  of  Break-up  of  Families 


Following  the  pattern  established  by  the  Dorset  County  Council,  the 
function  relating  to  the  Prevention  of  Break-up  of  Families  has  been  vested 
in  the  County  Children’s  Officer  following  an  experimental  period  of  twelve 
months . 

It  was  decided  also  that  the  joint  Committees  representing  both 
County  and  Borough  interests  should  continue  to  meet . 

Health  Education 


Within  the  limits  of  the  staff  available  every  effort  is  made  to 
emphasise  the  importance  of  health  education  in  the  form  of  lectures, 
discussions,  displays  of  films,  posters  and  the  distribution  of 
literature . 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  Medical  Officers,  Public  Health  Inspec¬ 
tors,  Nurses,  Welfare  Workers  and  administrative  staff  both  in  and  out 
of  working  hours . 

Local  shows  and  exhibitions  also  provided  suitable  opportunities 
for  bringing  the  nature  of  Local  Government  Services  to  the  attention  of 
the  public. 

Following  the  presentation  of  the  observations  and  recommendations 
of  the  Cohen  Report  to  the  various  interested  committees  in  the  latter 
half  of  1964,  a  series  of  lectures  dealing  with  sex  education  and  also 
venereal  disease,  were  given  to  invited  audiences  of  Health  and  Education 
Committee  members  as  well  as  to  medical,  nursing  and  teaching  staffs. 

In  addition,  by  arrangement  with  the  Headmasters  Association,  a  lec¬ 
ture  on  Health  Education  followed  by  discussion  took  place. 

The  observations  of  Headmasters  are  now  awaited  as  to  how  the  subjects 
of  Health  Education  can  best  be  integrated  with  the  normal  school  curri¬ 
culum  so  that  a  process  of  progressive  enlightenment  is  achieved. 

The  advice  given  to  the  Council  several  years  ago  in  relation  to  the 
appointment  of  a  Health  Education  Officer  has  thereby  been  reinforced 
considerably . 

There  is  a  close  co-operation  with  the  various  Nurse  training  schemes 
of  the  Local  Hospital.  Both  Junior  and  Senior  nurses  spend  time  with  all 
branches  of  our  nursing  services  in  the  district  and  visit  the  clinics. 

Lectures  by  a  member  of  the  Medical  staff  form  an  integral  part  of 
the  Hospital  nurses’  training  scheme. 

Two  midwives  have  organised  Ante-natal  classes  for  the  unmarried 
mothers  in  a  local  hostel,  and  mothercraft  classes  are  conducted  in  a 
Secondary  School  for  Girls. 

Fluoridation 


Although  the  fullest  information  on  this  subject  has  been  presented 
at  both  Borough  and  County  Council  level  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
obtain  sufficient  agreement  to  permit  of  its  introduction. 
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Mental  Health 


Mental  disorder  is  now  the  greatest  single  cause  of  long  term 
incapacity  in  this  country.  One  woman  in  nine  and  one  man  in  fourteen 
can  expect  to  spend  part  of  their  lives  in  a  psychiatric  hospital.  When 
one  takes  into  consideration  that  the  average  stay  in  hospital  is  now 
only  six  weeks,  it  is  apparent  that  many  thousands  of  people  who  have 
experienced  mental  disorder  are  now  living  in  the  community  and  needing 
help  or  support.  This  gives  some  measure  of  the  size  of  the  problem 
which  faces  psychiatrists,  doctors,  social  workers  and  nurses.  Although 
ancient  prejudices,  superstitions  and  misconceptions  towards  mental  disorder 
are  at  last  giving  way  to  a  more  enlightened  view,  the  "I'm  all  right 
attitude  of  some  people  towards  their  relatives  or  fellow  citizens  tends  to 
make  the  road  towards  effective  rehabilitation  both  long  and  difficult. 

There  is  no  easy  answer  to  this  problem,  but  I  am  sure  that  publicity  aimed  to 
effect  a  more  compassionate  attitude  towards  the  mentally  disordered  is  a 
step  in  the  right  direction.  The  Mental  Health  Week  held  in  June  attracted 
a  coach  load  of  people  to  visit  Herrison  Hospital,  and  others  attended  the 
programme  of  films  presented  at  the  Training  Centre.  During  1967,  another 
Mental  Health  Week  will  be  held.  I  hope  that  this  will  further  heighten 
public  awareness  of  the  problems  created  by  mental  disorder,  and  perhaps 
induce  a  greater  spirit  of  tolerance  and  understanding  towards  those 
unfortunate  members  of  our  community  who  suffer  from  psychiatric  illness 
or  subnormality. 

Administration 


The  mental  health  service  is  administered  by  the  Borough  Health 
Committee,  and  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  central  office  staff  comprise  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  (part  time) 
and  an  Administrative  Assistant  who  also  has  duties  in  connection  with 
blind  welfare  and  physically  handicapped  persons.  Field  work  is  under¬ 
taken  by  a  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer  assisted  by  two  Mental  Welfare 
Officers.  Liaison  with  the  County  is  maintained  through  the  Senior  Officer 
for  Mental  Health. 

Work  undertaken  in  the  Community 

(a)  MENTAL  ILLNESS 

The  total  number  of  patients  referred  by  general  medical 
practitioners,  hospitals,  police  etc.,  was  316,  of  which  201  were  admitted 
to  psychiatric  hospitals  through  the  agency  of  the  mental  welfare  officers 
in  the  following  manner:

The  majority  of  the  patients  were  admitted  to  Herrison  Hospital, 
Dorchester,  and  83%  were  on  an  informal  basis. 


It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  number  of  admissions  to  hospital 
has  decreased  during  recent  years,  but  the  proportion  of  cases  requiring 
re-admission  has  risen.  This  is  in  keeping  with  the  policy  of  care  and 
rehabilitation  in  the  community,  and  short-term  re-admission  to  hospital  if 
necessary.  The  increasing  re-admission  rate  is  largely  a  reflection  of  the 
failure  of  some  patients  to  maintain  the  medication  which  has  been  prescribed.

Every  effort  is  made  to  help  all  persons  over  school  leaving  age 
secure  and  maintain  employment  in  the  community.  Of  the  new  cases,  10 
were  placed  in  suitable  employment.  Good  liaison  is  maintained  with 
local  employers,  the  Youth  Employment  Officer  and  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
Disablement  Resettlement  Officer.

Of  the  above  cases,  76  (42  males  and  34  females)  attend  Training 
Centres,  11  (2  males  and  9  females)  receive  home  teaching,  60  are  working 
in  the  community  and  41  are  not  suitable  for  training,  but  some  are 
occupied  at  home.

(vi )  Training  Centre 

The  Centre  provides  the  main  support  for  the  training  of 
mentally  subnormal  persons  of  all  ages  resident  in  the  community. 

The  House  Committee  is  composed  of  the  Chairman  and  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee,  Councillors  Mrs.  W.  Chaffey,  Mr.  D.  Green 
and  Mr.  J.  A.  Wilkins  and  Miss  Evered.  The  County  Council  is  represented 
by  Mr.  S.  W.  Hodge,  Mrs.  E.  P.  Bravery,  Mrs.  K.  E.  Lambert.  The  Committee 
met  on  three  occasions  during  the  year.

In  addition,  one  child  and  one  adult,  resident  in  Field  Place  Home, 
New  Milton,  attend  the  Christchurch  Training  Centre,  4  children  attend 
the  Centre  for  Spastics,  and  one  a  Unit  for  Autistic  Children. 

On  the  31st  December,  3  children  from  the  Borough  and  1  adult  from 
the  County  area  were  awaiting  admission  to  the  Training  Centre. 

Mid-day  meals  for  the  patients  and  staff  are  cooked  on  the  premises 
and  during  the  year  25,644  meals  were  served. 

Transport  is  provided  by  the  use  of  ambulance  service  vehicles  and 
by  two  private  contractors  to  convey  101  persons  to  and  from  the  Centre 
daily.  Five  persons  are  employed  as  coach  escorts. 

Adult  trainees  are  encouraged  to  use  public  transport  whenever 
possible  and  18  now  travel  to  and  from  the  Centre  by  bus.  One  person  is 
employed  as  a  bus  escort. 
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The  Training  Centre  staff  comprises  a  Supervisor/Manager,  ten 
Assistant  Supervisors,  one  Trainee,  three  Attendants,  a  Cook/Caretakcr 
two  Canteen  Assistants  and  two  Cleaners. 

Adequate  training  for  staff  is  essential  and  in  addition  to  the 
attendance  of  two  staff  at  short  courses  during  the  year,  two  other 
members  of  the  staff  were  seconded  on  one  and  two  year  training  courses 
respectively  leading  to  the  award  of  the  Diploma  of  the  Central  Training 
Council  for  Teachers  of  the  Mentally  Handicapped.  One  staff  member  has 
been  successful  in  obtaining  the  Diploma  ,  and  the  other  is  still 
undergoing  training. 

Within  the  confines  of  the  existing  building  the  Adult  Centre 
has  been  separated  from  the  Junior  and  is  -now  regarded  as  an  Industrial 
Unit  with  hours  and  holidays  which  conform  as  near  as  possible  to  normal 
working  conditions  within  the  community.  A  variety  of  industrial  contract 
work  has  been  introduced  and  this,  together  with  a  revised  programme  of 
social  education,  gives  the  trainees  a  feeling  of  satisfaction  and 
achievement  and  helps  to  make  them  happy,  efficient  and  useful  members  of 
the  community. 

With  the  accent  of  care  within  the  community,  the  demand  for  places, 
particularly  in  the  Junior  Centre,  continues  to  rise.  The  present  buildings, 
however,  are  now  full  to  capacity  and  a  waiting  list  will  be  unavoidable 
until  the  opening  of  the  new  Centres. 

The  building  of  the  new  Centres  commenced  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  and  it  is  anticipated  that  they  will  be  ready  for  occupation 
early  in  1968. 

A  Parent  Teacher  Association  stimulates  interest  in  the  Centre's 
activity  and  endeavours  to  instil  a  community  spirit  among  parents.  Social 
activity,  film  shows,  and  two  outings  were  arranged  during  the  year.  An 
evening  social  club  has  proved  to  be  an  attractive  feature.  The  Association 
intends  to  provide  an  indoor  heated  swimming  pool  at  the  new  Centres. 

(c)  AFTER  CARE 

The  major  portion  of  the  time  of  the  mental  welfare  officers  is 
deployed  on  this  important  aspect  of  the  work  which  is  designed  to 
effect  the  successful  rehabilitation  of  the  patient  within  the  community 
and  thus  help  prevent  further  breakdown.  A  system  of  case  conferences 
has  been  established  at  both  Herrison  and  St.  Ann'  s  Hospitals,  and  these 
are  attended  regularly  by  the  mental  welfare  officers.  Cases  referred 
for  after-care  are  visited  and  given  all  possible  help  and  advice.  Reports 
on  the  patients '  progress  are  sent  to  the  hospital  consultant  and  the 
general  medical  practitioner  concerned. 

During  the  year  102  cases  were  referred  and  on  the  31st  December, 

148  patients  were  on  the  after-care  register.  To  help  in  the  rehabilitation 
of  certain  patients,  a  Therapeutic  Social  Club  is  open  one  evening  per  week 
at  Branksome  Clinic. 

The  County  Council's  After  Care  Hostel  in  Parkstone  is  making  a 
valuable  contribution  to  the  effective  rehabilitation  of  some  patients. 
Sixteen  persons  normally  resident  in  the  Borough  were  admitted  during  the 

year. 


The  Wessex  Regional  Hospital  Board  has  recently  opened  the  Herbert 
Day  Hospital  in  Aluinhurst  Road,  Bournemouth.  Therapeutic  treatment  is 
provided  for  certain  patients  who  have  not  yet  reached  a  stage  when  they 
are  able  to  work  under  normal  conditions,  but  are  not  considered  to  be  in 
need  of  in-patient  treatment.  On  the  31st  December,  11  patients  from 
Poole  were  attending  the  Day  Hospital. 
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(d)  MENTAL  WELFARE  OFFICERS 


These  officers  are  concerned  with  all  aspects  of  mental  disorder 
and  the  value  of  their  work  within  the  community  cannot  be  over  stated. 
For  patients  requiring  urgent  admission  to  hospital  the  services  of  a 
mental  welfare  officer  resident  in  the  Borough  are  available  24  hours 
per  day,  seven  days  per  week. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  was  4,083,  divided

Adequate  training  is  now  essential  for  mental  welfare  officers 
and  one  officer  has  been  seconded  on  a  two  year  course  leading  to  the 
Certificate  awarded  by  the  Council  for  Training  in  Social  Work. 

A  temporary  replacement  has  been  engaged  during  this  absence.  Two  other 
officers  attended  short  courses  during  the  year. 

One  of  the  functions  of  the  mental  health  social  worker  is  to  resolve 
crisis,  allay  anxiety  and  create  a  climate  in  which  psychiatric  assessment 
can  be  made.  The  number  of  patients  requiring  urgent  admission  to  hospital 
should,  therefore,  bear  some  relationship  to  the  quality  and  quantity  of 
social  casework  available.  There  will  always  be,  of  course,  the  unexpected 
and  generally  unknown  patient  who  requires  urgent  admission,  but  it  is  of 
interest  to  note  that  of  the  316  patients  referred  to  the  mental  welfare 
officers  during  the  year,  only  4  required  emergency  compulsory  admission 
to  hospital.

WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND 

Administration 


The  service  is  provided  in  accordance  with  Section  29  and  30 
of  the  National  Assistance  Act  and  is  administered  by  the  Borough 
Health  Committee  under  the  delegation  scheme.  Field  work  is 
undertaken  by  three  qualified  home  teachers  whose  main  duty  is  to 
visit  blind  and  partially  sighted  persons  in  the  community,  and 
give  advice  and  help  in  order  that  they  may  overcome  their  handicap 
and  lead  as  normal  a  life  as  possible.  Liaison  with  the  County  is 
maintained  through  their  Welfare  Officer  for  the  Blind.  There  is 
also  close  liaison  with  the  Western  Regional  Association  for  the 
Blind  who  act  as  agents  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  statistical 
purposes .

Employment  in  Open  Industry

Home  Employment

Home  Teaching  and  Visiting 

There  are  274  blind  and  28  partially  sighted  persons  resident 
in  the  community  who  are  non-employed.  They  are  visited  by  the  home 
teachers  and  given  advice  regarding  additional  financial  assistance, 
rehabilitation,  recreational  facilities  and  whenever  possible,  lessons 
in  reading,  writing,  and  handicraft  work.  This  service  enables  blind 
people  and  their  families  to  adjust  themselves  to  the  handicap.  During 
the  year  3,249  visits  were  made  and  214  lessons  were  given. 
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Handicraft  Classes 


Classes  are  held  on  three  days  per  week  throughout  the  year 
at  the  Handicraft  Centre,  Belmont  Court.  The  average  attendance  per 
session  is  10.  At  the  Dorset  Arts  and  Crafts  Exhibition,  8  certificates 
were  awarded,  at  Bristol  5  certificates,  and  at  Poole  Show  the  stand 
gained  third  prize.  Blind  persons  received  3  awards. 

Social  Activities 


The  home  teachers,  in  co-operation  with  the  Dorset  County 
Association  for  the  Blind,  hold  various  socials,  outings,  concerts,  etc., 
throughout  the  year. 

Library  Service 

There  are  22  blind  readers  who  receive  books  through  the  National 
Library  for  the  blind. 

Voluntary  Associations 

The  Dorset  County  Association  for  the  Blind  make  special  payments, 
and  provide  additional  amenities  for  blind  persons  resident  in  the 
community.  A  holiday  was  arranged  at  Southsea  and  14  blind  persons 
from  the  Borough  attended. 

Talking  Book  Machines 

There  has  been  a  heavy  demand  for  talking  book  machines  during 
the  year.  Eighty  blind  residents  now  have  machines  on  loan.  The  hire 
charge  is  paid  by  the  Council. 
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WELFARE  OF  THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 


Administration 


The  service  is  provided  in  accordance  with  Sections  29  and  30  of 
the  National  Assistance  Act  and  is  administered  by  the  Borough  Health 
Committee  under  the  delegation  scheme. 

Cases  are  referred  by  general  medical  practitioners,  hospitals, 
government  departments,  voluntary  associations  etc.,  and  are  seen  by 
one  of  two  Senior  Health  Visitors  who  have  special  experience  in 
dealing  with  the  needs  of  the  physically  handicapped.  Each  case  is 
registered  and  a  report  is  submitted  in  respect  of  those  persons  who 
require  specialised  equipment  or  other  services.

Services  Provided 


Regular  visits  are  made  and  persons  are  given  assistance  and 
advise  in  order  to  help  oversome  their  handicaps  and  lead  as  normal  a 
life  as  possible.  Specialised  equipment  is  supplied  on  loan,  and  during 
the  year  adaptations  were  carried  out  in  the  homes  of  15  persons  in  order 
to  facilitate  ease  of  movement. 

Other  services,  including  the  loan  of  wheel  chairs,  aids,  gadgets 
and  minor  items  of  equipment  are  provided  by  the  Dorset  Branch  of  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society,  for  which  they  receive  a  grant  from  the 
County  Council. 
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The  Dorset  Association  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Physically 
Handicapped  receive  a  grant  from  the  County  Council  to  assist  them 
in  providing  additional  services,  including  handicraft  instruction, 
assistance  in  the  purchase  of  material  and  the  sale  of  articles 
produced.  This  Association  also  provides  holiday  and  club 
facilities . 

The  Bournemouth,  Poole  and  District  Spastics  Society  which  is 
affiliated  to  the  National  Spastics  Society,  provide  Day  Centre  and

Five  persons  resident  in  Poole  attend  a  sheltered  workshop  at 
Winton,  administered  by  Bournemouth  Corporation.  Financial  responsibility 
for  Poole  residents  is  accepted  by  the  Borough  Health  Committee. 

Remploy 


We  are  fortunate  to  have  this  factory  established  in  Alder  Road, 
providing  employment  facilities  for  severely  disabled  persons  registered 
under  Section  2  of  the  Disabled  Persons  Employment  Act. 

The  number  of  persons  employed  is  115,  of  which  103  are  disabled, 
(71  are  resident  in  Poole). 

Car  Badges  for  Severely  Disabled  Drivers 

These  badges  are  issued  to  disabled  drivers  in  order  to  ease  their 
difficulty  in  finding  suitable  parking  places.  It  enables  them  to  be 
readily  identified,  and  this  helps  the  police  to  assist  them  in  parking 
and  exercise  discretion  in  their  favour  wherever  possible. 

On  the  31st  December,  car  badges  had  been  issued  to  66  drivers 
resident  in  Poole. 

The  Council  has  approved  the  granting  of  certain  free  car  parking 
facilities  within  the  Borough  to  holders  of  car  badges.

Home  Visiting 

The  Association  provides  a  comprehensive  welfare  service.  Visiting 
Officers  give  lessons  in  lip  reading  and  interpretation  in  manual  language 
and  in  addition  provide  advice  on  personal  and  domestic  problems,  and  in 
legal,  health  and  family  matters.  Assistance  is  given  regarding  employment 
and  there  is  good  liaison  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour  Disablement  Resettle¬ 
ment  Officer.  Sick  visiting  is  carried  out  both  in  hospitals  and  in  the 
community.

A  Hard  of  Hearing  Club  meets  on  one  evening  per  week  at  Poole 
Training  Centre  and  a  qualified  teacher  for  the  deaf  is  usually  in 
attendance.  Courses  of  lip  reading  lessons  are  arranged  from  time 
to  time.  There  is  also  a  weekly  social  club  for  the  deaf.  There  were 
1093  attendances  at  Social  Clubs  during  the  year.
